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FIRST LUTHERAN CHURCH HISTORY 


With the year 1960, First Lutheran Church starts its second 
half century of service to her Lord and His Kingdom. Organized 
March 14, 1909 under the leadership of Dr. C. W. Sifferd, First 
Lutheran Church has grown to a position of loyal service and stat- 
ure in the city of Tulsa and the far reaches of the Church at Large. 


The first building of the new congregation was erected in 
1914 at the corner of Fifth Street and Elwood Avenue, sight of 
the new Tulsa County Courthouse. This building served until 
November of 1953, at which time it was razed to make way for 
the new county structure. 


The new building site at 13th Street and Utica Avenue was 
purchased for $50,000.00. Ground was broken for the new church 
building 39 years to the day after the dedication of the old First 
Lutheran structure. The new building, costing approximately 
$200,000.00, was opened on Thanksgiving Day in 1954. A $58,000.00 
education floor was added in 1960. Meanwhile interior finishing 
and furnishings to the extent of approximately $75,000.00 have been 
added to make the worship and educational facilities of the finest 


in beauty and efficiency. 


The congregation has grown from its original charter member- 
ship of 61 confirmed members to the present membership of 829 
baptized, 587 confirmed, and 530 communing members. 


First Lutheran assisted with the establishment of a Mission 
congregation in 1955. The Mission is Ascension Lutheran Church. 
A second U.L.C. Mission to be known as Advent Lutheran Church 


will be organized in 1960.
